The First Official 
‘Statement. 


COMMISSIONER’S 
HAND FORCED. 


Canton, June 11. 

The real facts regarding Can- 
ton’s method of securing the 
surplus from the Chinese Mari- 
times Customs receipts in their 
district, are disclosed in an 
officinl) communique released for 
publication to-day by _ the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs, 
Canton. , 

The Communique atates :— 

The Customs revenues collected 
in the provinces of Kwangtung 
and Kwangsi (known as the 
‘Liangkwang) yield a considerable 
surplna or balance after deduction 
of the cost of administration and 
the service, of foreign loans and 
indemnities exclusively charged 
on the Customs. 

“Ax the continued payment of! 
this Customs surplus to Chiang 
Kai-shek'’s tax-gatherer would not 
serve the national interests, the: 
National Government now esta-! 
blished at Canton instst on the pay- 
ment of the surplus to their Minis- 
ter of Finanee. 


Customs Authorities Unwilling. 


With this end in view, the Minis- 
ter of Kinanee has authorized 
negotiations with the. Customs 
authorities on terms calculated to 
secure a reasonable settlement of 
the question while safeguarding 
the efficiency and integrity of the 
Customs Administration as a 
national fiscal institution. 

{ After an unusual exercise of 
patience and forbearnnee, the 
{Canton Minister of Finance finds; 
that the Customs authorities—) 
acting doubtlessly under the orders 
of the authorities at Nanking are, 
unwilling to give effect to an order

the Linngkwang after providing 
for (a} the administrative expenses 
of the Customs Houses in the two 
provinces arid (b) the Liangkwang 
;Share of the service of the foreign

‘the Customa,

* A headache ts one of: the most In- 


capncitating of complainta—and 
often it, may be avolded. . Stulfy, 


hot rooms, fatigue and hunger are} 


among common ¢auaca, and should 
be ensily remedied. Headache after 
reading a lot gencrally indicates 
eye-strain, and should suggest a 
visit to the cye-doctor. One of the 
most common but. less obvious 
causes Js chronic constipation or 
some less definite upset of in- 
testinal function. 

The sufferer with long-continued 
hendaches, even though his intes- 
tines appenr to him to function re- 
gularly, should regard them with 
suspicion; let him try cating less 
meat and more fruit and vege- 
tables; let him drink plenty of, 
water and a gliassful on first 
waking; let him try a dose of 
Epsom salts once or twice a week. 

Hendaches often coming on with 
regularity at a certain time each 
morning, and associated perhaps

There are many serlous diseases 
in which chronic — headache [sy 4 
marked symptom, and people who 
begin getting headaches for no ob- 
vious reason should always consult 
their physician. It should, how- 
ever, be borne in mind that a very 
common cause of hendache is 
worry—and particularly worry 
about your headache. 

Lastly, people who suffer with 
headaches should be warned against 
the excessive use of headache reme-, 
dies. Occasional use of these re- 
medies is harmless; but many of 
them, if taken incessantly, are 
dangerous.

Dr, Loebell, the newly-appointed

Sir Leslie Scott, K.C,, for the com- 
pany, sold the action related to the 
claim of the Crown to compel ship. 
owners to pay for the cost o rofect- 
ing British shipping in the China scas 
against piracy. Early in 1930 the 
Crown decided that after March 81 
1930, guards would only bo nupplied 
for a limited period on condition that 
the shipowners paid for the full coat, 


His Lordship: You have had tho 
guards, and the question I have to 
decidt is whether you have to pay for 
them after that date? 


Sir Leslle: That ts the point. 

The hearing was concluded on Mey 
19, when his Lordship in giving judg. 
ment held that the cose was ot on 
the anme footing as the cases In 
which officers of the Crown had 
aought payment for the performance 
of functions confided to them, In 
applying the analogy to the Crown 
Haelf the elalm failed, because tho 
word duty in the two cases Waa mada 
to describe two totally different 
things. The duty of the officer was 
a duty in the eye of thd Court. In 
the case of the Crown nnd the use of 
Its forces, What wag called the duty 
was not the same sort of thing at 
all, The Crown had’ not any obliga. 
tion Which came within’ the purview 
of the Courts of Law, It was a dif- 
ferent sort of thing in a different 
region altogether. It was merely a 
political duty, ‘The case for the com. 
pany wan based on a complete fallacy, 
The ‘own had not been receiving

nuthorised at all, The forces were 
simply used for reward and paid for 
by money provided by Parliament, 
he receipt of the money was credited 
to the Crown, The claim -wor ac:

TIMELY LECTURE AT 
CHINESE Y.M.C.A. 


“Fire Provontion and Means of 
Proventing Fires” was the sub- 


| ject of a lecture by Mr, J. C, Fitz. 


Henry, A.M.LE.E., before a pack- 
ed audienco at tho Chincso 
Y.MLC.A. auditorium, st Bridges 
Street, Inst ovoning, 

Taking og a timely cxample*the 
recent fire at Staunton Streot, the 
speaker dwelt on the inadequate 
menns for. cecape from fira in this 
old-time type of ‘dwelling, a it 
had been’ found that the only 
mvans-of escape, by the one stair- 
‘case available, was generally the 
first to be attacked by the flames. 

He noted with satisfaction tho 
ample precautions adopted at the 
various theatres of the Colony, 
and assured his audience that with 
these anti-fre mensures and the 
constant supervision of . the. au- 
thorities, they’ could enjoy their 
entertainment with perfect. case 
of mind. 

Speaking on the subject of exits, 
which could not always be too 
many in these places of public en- 
tertainment, the lecturer said that 
the door shold be made to open 
outwards, sa it was found that in 
case of on panic and consequent 
stampede, the door was likely to 
be blocked by the rush of people 
pressing outwards. Then again, 
it was preferable to have these 
exits open immediately on the 
street, with no steps intervening 
to cnuse stumbling and trampling 
of those who had fallen down, by 
the people pressing behind in a 


panicky stampede, 
referred to the 


Mr, FitzHenry 
tong range of inflammable 
warned his 


matérials, and 

audience particularly against 
storing those that were suacepti- 
ble to instantaneous combustion 
under their beda—an economy of 
space which 1s somewhat general 
amongst the poorer clarses of the 
Colony wha have to make the most 
of the living accommodation at 
their disposal. 

Fire-craakers, explosives, spirits 
of wine, kerowene, gasoline, 
chemicals, and various gaseous 
liquids ‘were amongst the inven- 
tory Mr. FitzHenry recited, and 
he urged that these be handled 
with care, The dangers of stor- 
ing these dangerous gooda in a 
confined space, making them sus- 
eeplible to combustion through 


overheating, were also well itus- 


trated by the speaker, who parti- 
culariy impressed on his audience 
that in casv of gasoline or other 
inflammable qil catching fire, they 
must avoid water ag a means of 
deating with the outbreak. 

The lecture, delivered in popular 
style, was ably interpreted into 
Chinese by a YALCA, oficial, and 
at the closa.a hearty vote of thanks, 
was accorded the speaker for his 
most informative remarks, -
